They begin to im- 
migrate here from every part of the 
United States just as soon as winter 
sets in and they remain here until the 
spring is well along toward summer. 

“This fact has given the police of 
San Francisco a tremendous problem to 
deal with in the winter time. It virtu- 
ally has to do the work of two or three 
departments with not enough men for 
one. A casual glance at the criminal 
records of the city will convince any- 
body that for the last 50 years crime 
has been more than 100 per cent more 
prevalent in the winter months than in 
the summer.’’

ETERNAL COMEDY OF NATURE 


| Lady Slippers and Dutchman’s Breech- 
es Are:Among the Quaintést 
Flowers of Spring. 
To the nature student there is an 
eternal comedy enacted in the woods, 
with the lady’s slipper and the bum- 
blebee as the principals. This plant 
may be fertilized and its seeds made 
to grow in but one way, by the bum- 
blebee carrying the pollen of one 
flower to another. Realizing this, the 
lady’s slipper places the bait of great 
quantities of honey near its opening 
to induce the bumblebee to enter. 

The flower wants him inside, that 
Pollen may be smeared all over him.! 
The door is so*small that he may 
barely squeeze through. The bee does 
so and eats his fill of the honey and 
is ready to go. He finds the door s0 
small that he may not back out of It. 
There is the light of a small aperture 
ahead of him and he starts for it. He 
must crowd his way through by main 
force, and in so doing he gets all 
gummed up and pollen galore sticks 
to him. When he enters other flowers 
he is prepared to thoroughly fertilize 
them. 

Dutchman’s breeches is another of 
the comedians of the flower world. It 
is a delicate stemmed, artistocratic 
flower, despite its plebeian name—a 
thing acquired from the shape of its 
petals. Jack-in-the-pulpit is another 
comedian who stands debonaire in his 
sheltered nook and goes out in a flame 
of glory in the form of clusters of 


bright red berries that supersede him. 

The great family of ferns are of per 
ennial interest to one who haunts the 
woods, and one of the early spring 
wonders is the unwinding of the great 
leaves of these plants. The long arms 
of what are to be fern leaves shoot 
out of the ground in the early spring, 
and the knotty fist that is on the end 
o fthem opens out most stealthily, un- 
til it becomes a multi-leaf, with every 
finger a.rib. . 

The lilles of the fleld that “toil not, 
neither do they spin” are infinite in 
number and variety. When myriads 
of them lift their heads above the 
grass of the meadow or wave a wel- 
come to mowers at haying time, they 
paint a scene of beauty hard to sur- 
pass. Their orange or yellow or brick 
red flowers that last but for a day 


throw a deal of glory into that short 
span. 


Hickory In Danger. 

Entomologists declare the hickory 
to be in danger of extermination. 
There Is, It seems. a bark heetla which 
{s working widespread destruction. 
The bark beetle should be sought out 
and ruthlessly slain. 

The hickory {is an _unaristocratic 
tree. It ts gaunt, but sturdy. It looks 
like Uncle Sam. There is something 
essentially and typically American 
about the hickory. Its shaggy home- 
liness {s a delight. The nut it bears 
{s a delight, too. The trae is not ke 
the “spreading chestnut,” affluent in 
verdure and generous in shade. It is, 
rather, spare and utilitarian. And the 
hickory nut is far more admirable than 
the chestnut, and far more American. 
It is a hard nut to crack. But, after 
the shell has once been removed, it is 
found to be very desirable. 

Then, too, there is the hickory bark 
for building fires with. In the winter, 
when a cheery fire in the woods is 
most worth striving for, the crackling 
of the hickory ‘bark is the cheeriest 
thing imaginable, and its fragrance is 
beyond description delightful.

A writer in the Hamburger Nach- 
richten, who is evidently one of those 
rare and favored mortals who find 
“tongues in trees, books in the run- 
ning brooks,” thus charmingly sum- 
marizes the various signs of impend- 
ing rain: 

The idyllic calm of the hen run gives 
place to a scene of great excitement, 
the fowls running about and waltzing 
in the dust. 

The ducks are just as lively, diving 
frequently. Peacocks give vent to 
their hard metallic cry expressive of a 
soul in anguish. Pigeons lose their 
consciousness of the time of the day 
and seem to be in doubt whether they 
ought not at once to seek the shelter 
of the dovecote. 

Swallows give up their aerial cir- 
cling and press down toward the earth 
in pursuit of the insects which have 
also dropped into lower strata. 

Other animals seem to know that 
the time of cheerful sunny warmth is 
departing. In a corner of the yard the 
cat scratches herself behind the ear 
and rubs her fur with a paw as if she 
wanted to remove some invisible spot. 
In barn and corn lofts rats and mice 
emerge from their dark corners. 

Fifes are all agag; their quiet re 
flectiveness gives place to a restless 
and greedy buzzing round everything 
and everyone. Bees either stop at 
home on the hive or come swarming 
back {n a hurry. They cease to be 
pacified and go out of their way to 
sting an unsuspecting wayfarer if they 
see a storm coming. 

Spiders stop in the middle of their 
feverish weaving of their webs and 
hang dully and tiredly by their 
threads. So, too, with the humble 
denizens of the soil; worms wiggle up 
and stretch themselves, while toads 
come out of their holes in troops. In 
the pond the chorus of frog voices 
sounds louder than ever as they in- 
voke the clouds to pour down ¢%the 
long-desired rain.

WAY OF DRAPING CURTAINS 


Method That May Appeal to the 
Housewife Because It Is Some 
thing of a--Nevelty. 


A new way of draping bedroom B 


curtains of sheer and soft, thin ma- 
terials like casement Cloth, cotton! 
voile, marquisette or net, is to hang 
a single width at each end of the pole 
and let it fall in straight folds to the 
floor. The hooks supporting these 
straight widths occupy about one-third 
of the space @ each of the pole, and 
next to them are suspended two 
double widths of material, both of 
which are hooked back at the win- 
dow sill, but while at the top one of | 
these widths falls naturally, the upper | 
inside corner of the other width is 
brought forward to overlap the first 
one and hooked to the pole within 
three inches of the end widths inside 
edge. ‘inally, several feet from the 
pole at the opposite side of the win- 
dow this overlapping curtain is partly 
caught back by a narrow ribbon or 
twist of silk starting from it. own 
end of the pole. The lapover fills in 
the space at the top of ths window, 
which draped-back curtains always 
form, and it is less stiff in appearance 
than is the short width of curtaining 
sometimes employed to obviate the ab- ; 
rupt break at the center of the win- 
dow pole, 


SHOULD MAKE GOOD EATING 


Spinach Molds a New Way of Prepar- 
ing This Popular and Valuable 
Vegetable, 


Spinach ie with us nearly all the 
year. It is always relished by many 
when simply cleaned and boiled. The 
spinach flavor in the liquid is good 
and decidedly valuable. If we must 


squeeze the liquor all out and work 
hard to waste this element, it seems 
that the following recipe, supposedly 
a French method, should produce a 
luxurious result. 

To prepare it, wash well and put it 
while wet into a hot covered saucepan 
on the stove and let it steam; when 
half done, put it twice through the 
meat-chopper, season with salt, pep- 
per, lemon juice and a little cream and 
cook five minutes more; press into 
small molds and stand on ice over 
night; the next day turn out of the 
molds on lettuce and put a round yolk 
of a hard-boiled egg on top of each lit- 
tle mold, garnish with the chopped 
white of the eggs. Pass either French 
dreesing or mayonnaise with thia, 


Gravy for Roast Meats. 

When the meat is done, take out of 
pan, and if too much fat is left, pour 
off part, and if not quite juice enough 
is left, add hot water till you have the 
fmount you wish. For a pint bowl full 
of gravy mix a dessertspoon of flour 
smooth, in little cold water, and add 
to juice of meat in pan, stirring all the 
time to keep smooth. Let cook five 
minutes, and if thicker than you like 
add little water, if not quite thick 
enough mix up more 
Tastes differ in this respect. Add salt 


thickening. | 


to flavor. Some like to strain it, but 
that is a mere matter of taste. 


Macaroon Pudding. 

Soak six macaroons in one-half cup 
of milk. Heat one pint of milk in a 
double boiler, then add one egg well 
beaten, two tablespoons of cornstarch, 
one-half teaspoon of salt, and the mac- 
aroons. Stir well to make it smooth. 
Cook about 20 minutes. Take from 
fire, add a little vanilla. Have ready 
the serving dish lined with one-half 
cup of sugar, pour in the pudding, cov- 
ering with one-half cup of sugar. Put 
on top a layer of oranges cut into thin 
slices, and cool before serving. Peach- 
es may be used in place of the 
oranges. 


Frult Pinwheels. 

Two cups flour, four teaspoons or 
baking powder, not very full, one tea- 
spoon salt, two tablespoons sugar, two 
tablespoons butter, two-thirds of a cup 
milk, one egg, one cup raisins, one cup 
currants, add a little citron. Roll one- 
half inch thick, brush with melted but- 
ter, then add the fruit. Roll like jelly 
roll. If not stiff enough to roll well 
add a little more flour, cut one-half 
inch thick, then bake. The icing is 
made of powdered sugar, with a [ttle 


cream and vanilla. Spread with a 
knife. 


Green Grape Jelly. 

lf you like something tart make 
some by all means, and you will make 
it every year afterward. Make the 
same as other fruit. I used apples 
with some of my jellies this season, 
apples and rhubarb and apple and 
blackberry; also with a few green 
grapes. I make it all to suit myself, 
as the man of the house cannot see 
anything of that kind and will pass 
right by ple and pudding for a slice 
of bread and butter or a hot biscuit.— 
Exchange. 


Honeycomb Pudding. 

Beat together one-half cup of sugar 
and one cup molasses and one and 
one-half cups flour. Heat one-half 
cup of butter, then add one teaspoon 
of soda. Combine the mixtures an 
beat thoroughly. Add four well-beaten 
eggs and beat again. Steam in a 
buttered pudding mold three hours, 
or bake one and one-half hours. Serve 
with creamy sauce. 


Tightening Loose Covere on Jars. 

If some of your preserve jars are 
old, and you have doubt about their 
being perfectly air tight, buy a pound 
of paraffin for 15 cents, melt it and 
holding the bottom of the jar in your 
hand, whirl it around in the paraffin, 
covering the whole top, and thus mak- 
ing it perfectly airtight. One pound 
will do a great many jars. 


Chopped Beef Pie. 

One cup of chop beef, one coup 
of sweet milk, two cups of mashed 
potatoes and four or five onions boiled 
and chopped. Mix together, season 
with salt and pepper and bake in a 
deep pan with two crusts of biscuit 
dough. 


Economical Pudding, 

Heat to the boiling point a quart of 
milk.: Add a generous half cup oat 
flakes, sugar to sweeten and a half 
cupful raisins. Flavor to taste, cook 
ten minutes, put in the fireless cooker 
and cook eight hours. Serve either
